(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 


Judgment was given in the action dealing 
with the use of the “ Eugene sachet,’’ in 
connection with hair-waving. The plaintiffs 


of this sachet, whose headquarters are in 
London, and who have premises at 50 Henry 
street, Dublin. The defendant was David 
Wiener (trading as Ono and Co.), 44 Henry 
street, Dublin. The action came before the 
Court in the form of an application for an 
injunction to restrain the defendant from 
applying the name “' Eugene ” to any process 
of hair-waving unless he used in it the 
““Eugene sachet.’’ The defendant claimed 
that, as. he used Eugene hair-waving machines, 
he was entitled to use any type of sachet 
which seemed to him most effective for the 
special purpose to be served. 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., Mr. H. J. 
Molony, K.C., and Mr. Frank ,Monks . (in- 
structed by Messrs, Porter, Morris and Co.) 
appeared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Cecil 
Lavery, K.C., and Mr. T. G. Marnan (in- 
structed by Mr. P. M. Seales). for the de- 
fendant. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that, by con- 
sent, the hearing of the motion for an in- 
junction had been taken as the hearing of 
the action, which was a “ passing-off “ action 
of a very peculiar type. It differed from the 
usual ** passing-off’’ action in that the cus- 
tomers of the defendant upon whom the de- 
fendant was alleged to have passed off his 
own goods as being those of the plaintiff 
were not purchasers of the goods in the 
ordinary sense. ‘The customers went to the 
defendant for a certain treatment of their 
hair, and the plaintiffs’ complaint was that, 
in that treatment, the defendant did not use 
“ Eugene sachets,” although, as the plain- 
tiffs alleged, he led his customers to think 
that: he did so. That difference from the 
ordinary passing-off actian raised a difficult 
question. If the ‘plaintiffs could succeed 
without it being made clear to the defendant's 
customers that the latter were to have the 
benefit of the plaintiffs’ sachets being used 
in the treatment offered them, the scope of 
passing-off action would become very wide. 
Suppose a cinema company were to placard 
un their premises a. statement that the 
premises were disinfected daily with a certain 
well-known disinfectant and suppose that in 
point of fact the cinema company used a 
disinfectant of their own preparation, could 
the proprietor of the disinfectant sustain an 
action for passing-off against the cinema 
company? Or, if they could, could an action 
also be maintained if the cinema company 
used no disinfectant at all? Counsel for the 
plaintiffs went so far ag to suggest that an 
action could be maintained even if the de- 
fendant did not use any sachets in his treat- 
ment. 


THE AUTHORITIES. 


Having cited legal decisions dealing with 
passing-off actions and the extent to which 
an invasion of trading rights need involve a 
direct clash such as usually occurred in such 
cases, Mr. Justice Meredith said that, having 
regard to the authorities, it was clear that 
if the defendant here, by representing his 
goods as those of the plaintiff's, did what was 
calculated to deprive the plaintiffs of sales 
they might otherwise have reasonably ex- 
pected, it would not be necessary that such 
sales should be sales to the defendant himself 
or to his customers. Consequently, if the de- 
fendant used the name “‘ Eugene “” in refer- 
ence to the treatment he supplied to his cus- 
tomers in such a way as would naturally sug- 
gest to’ them that he was offering them a 
treatment in which “ Eugene” sachets were 
used, then the requisites for a passing-off 
action were present, and it was immaterial 
whether the customers were regarded as in 
effect purchasers of the sachets or whether 
the defendant himself was the customer lost 
to the plaintiffs by reason of defendant not 
making good his representation. But a diffi- 
culty arose in another way. Granting that it 
was not necessary that defendant’s customers 
should in effect be purchasers of the sachets 
used in the treatment, inasmuch as they 
primarily paid their money. for a treatment 
of the hair, and were not purchasers of the 
sachets in the ordinary sense, and that there 
was nothing to show that they intended to 
bargain for. the use of ‘‘-Eugene’’ sachets 
in the treatment, there arose the fundamental 
question whether the defendant offered his 
treatment as one in which ‘‘ Eugene’’ sachets 
were used. Words or conduct directly refer- 
ring to goods offered for sale might readily 
be taken to have an implication and to make 
a Yepresentation in respect of the goods which 
they would not have or make when applied to 
goods used in a method of treatment in which 
the goods were merely subsidiary. 

Unless the plaintiffs could prove that the 
defendant's treatment ¢s offered—i.e., to give 
a permanent wave, ‘‘ Kugene’’ must be taken 
to mean an offer to give a wave produced by 
the use of a ' Eugene ” sachet, or would 
ordinarily be taken to have that meaning, the 
use of the word “ Eugene”’ in reference to the 
treatment offered was not per se a representa- 
tion that the sachets used were plaintiffs’ 
sachets. If the defendant did not use sachets 
at all, there certainly could not be any action 
for passing-off. 


manufactured and used sachets precisely 
similar save as to the trade mark, it would 
be going very far to say that defendant by 
his offer undertakes to use the plaintiffs’ 
sachets, and not precisely similar sachets of 
his own make, Yet the plaintiffs’ contention 
really goes that length. Their contention is 
that a Eugene wave means a wave produced 
hy “ Eugene’ sachets—nothing mere or less. 
Consequently, as this is a passing-off action, 
the plaintiffs do not seek,to show that the 
defendant’s sachets do not serve the essential 
purpose as effectively as ‘‘Eugene’’ sachets. 
That being so, the first question is whether 
wave is synonymous with a 
wave produced by a ‘Eugene’ sachet, so 
that the defendant’s offer to his customers 
must be taken to be a representation that the

‘The outfit recommended to hairdressers, 
who choose to adopt the “Eugene ” method, 
consists of a long list of articles, and includes, 
principally, a machine for imparting the re- 
quired heat and two types of sachet for regu- 
lating, controlling and modifying the applica- 
tion and effect of the heat. The sachets are 
ingeniously devised so as, by means of minute 
perforations, to produce certain results and 
avoid other bl sa The plaintiffs contend 
that the sachets, which are patented, are the 
only effective means of producing the desired 
effect, which effect, in the plaintiffs’ adver- 
tisements and brochure, is called the genuine 
‘Eugene’ wave, The plaintiffs have put in 
evidence detailed advertisements and the 
brochure circulated to members of the trade, 
but they have not proved. that they were 
circulated to, or that the contents reached, 
the defendant’s customers. But even if they 
were studied by the defendant's customers, 
in my opinion, the impression they would 
naturally create on the mind of an ordinary 
reader was that the “Eugene” wave was 
primarily a wave of the type illustrated by 
various attractive pictures, 


DEFENDANT'S CONTENTION, 


‘**The sachet used by the defendant may be 
as effective as those made by the plaintiffs; 
the wave the defendant produces may be as 
permanent and of the same beauty, gloss, 
softness, form and natural appearance as those 
produced by the ‘ Eugene” sachets; but, if 
‘Eugene’ sachets have not actually been 
used, the waves are not ‘* Eugene’? waves, 
because the plaintiffs have defined what are 
to be understood as ‘‘ Eugene” waves, and 
the public, including- the defendant’s cus- 
tomers, have accepted their definition, Such 
is the plaintiffs’ contention. 

“The defendant is a hairdresser who 
charges popular prices and does a large busi- 
ness, and saves expense by using sachets of 
his own make. He has bought " res Eugene 
machines, and he offers to supply the Per- 
manent Wave Eugene. He considered ‘that 
having bought Eugene machines, which he 
uses, he was entitled to offer to supply 
Eugene waves, and he denies that his et 
tisements imply that the sachets he uses are 
Eugene sachets. I find as a fact that the 
pean deo which the defendant uses are not got 
up in such a way as to cause any confusion 
a, wir a and there is no effort at conceal- 
ment as to the kind of sachets being used. 

‘The most I can hold is that the de- 
fendant, who uses the plaintiffs’ machines, 
by introducing the word ‘ Eugene ®* into his 
advertisements is attempting to get the 
benefit of the large advertising done by the 
plaintiffs, and that there is a remote -pos- 
sibility that some few customers may be led 
to expect that Eugene sachets will be used. 
If the case were the ordinary case, and the 
question arose as to the probability of de- 
ception, I should probably not hesitate to 
grant an injunction and direct an inquiry as 
to damages, even though satisfied that mis- 
representation was unintentional. But here, 
where the possibility of deception is only one 
in regard to the use in a treatment of one 
of a number of articles—which article the 
customer may possibly regard as essential— 
the possibility of deception is too remote to 
grant an injunction or an inquiry as to 
damages, particularly as the defendant 
stated before the action was brought that, to 
avoid all possibility of confusion, he was 
ready to leaden the use of the word 
‘Eugene’ in reference to his treatment. 


THE DECLARATION, 


“ However, simply to dismiss the action 
might be misleading and injurious to plain- 
tiffs’ trading interests. Consequently, and 
as Í think the defendant sailed very close to 
the wind, I shall give the plaintiffs a de- 
claration, which, I think, will clearly define 
their rights, in the following form :—‘ That 
the defendant is not to use the word 
‘‘Kugene’’ in reference to the treatment of the 
hair which he supplier in any way calculated 
to suggest to his customers that he uses the 
plaintiffs’ Eugene sachets unless such sachets 
are actually used by him in his treatment.’ 
I have fully considered the matter of costs, 
and, taking into account that the plaintiffs 
were too exacting in their demands for an 
apology, I think the justice of the case will 
be met by making both parties abide their 
own costs.” 


MAN STRUCK BY 'BUS, 
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£430 FOR WIDOW AND 


CHILDREN. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O’BYRNE.) 


In an action under Lord Campbell’s Act, 
brought by Rose Hamill, Jonesboro’, County 
Armagh, widow, on behalf of herself and her 
four children, Matthew, Eileen Nora, Mary 
Bridget, and Elizabeth Ena Hamill, against 
H.M.8. Catherwood, Ltd., 

Mr. P. McGilligan (instructed by Messrs. 
Hamill and ‘l'eevan), on behalf of the plaintiff, 
applied.ex parte to have a consent to settle- 
ment received and made a rule of Court. 
The action, counsel said, arose out of the 
death of the plaintiff's husband, Matthew 
Hamill, who, whilst riding a bicycle near 
Ravensdale on September 23, 1935, was 
struck by a motor ’bus, the property of the 
defendant company, and killed, 

The consent provided for the payment to 
the plaintiff of £430 in full discharge of her 
claim, and £50 for costs. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne received the consent 
and made it a rule of Court. He apportioned 


the sum of £430 as follows:—£150 to the 


widow, £120 to Matthew Hamill, £50 
Eileen Nora, £10 to Mary Bridget, and £1 
to Ehzabeth Ena Hamill, children of the 
plaintiff.
